Since Charles Wright was not listed after 1831 in the Personal Property Tax Lists for 
Campbell County, he probably died in late 1831 or early 1832 and this listing would 
then be for his widow Rachel (Doss) Wright, but further research will be required to 
confirm this identification. 

The Doss Connection, Volume 2, number 1, stated that Rachel (Doss) Wright 
was a daughter of James Doss, Sr., and Frances (Nix) Doss, was born in about 1771 at 
Pittsylvania County, Virginia, married Charles Wright on July 16, 1792, at Pittsylvania 
County, Virginia. 

Since Rachel (Doss) Wright was a half-sister of Agness (Doss) Wright who 
married 1823 George Wright of Campbell County, a son of Robert Wright, Sr. 
(Campbell County) and of Ann (Doss) Wright, who married Robert Wright, Jr., believed 
to be a son of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County), it is probable that Charles Wright 
was also a son of Robert Wright, Sr. (Campbell County). Charles Wright was also a 
witness to the marriage of Robert Wright and Ann Doss. However, further research will 


be required to confirm this identification. 
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From the evidence set forth above and additional evidence set forth below, the 
children of Charles Wright and Rachel (Doss) Wright were the following:

A teste copy of which said 
deed is herewith filed as part of this Bill marked A. Your orator farther shows that 
sometime in the year 1883 Your orators mother, the said Ellen Wright departed 
this life intestate and in possession of the tract of land aforesaid wh. contains 
about 27 acres, leaving your orator and Danl. S. Wright and Robt. D. Wright and 
Mary Ann Casey and Cynthia A. Linthicum, his only children and heirs at law. 
Your orator farther states that the said real estate is, as he beleives, not 
susuptable of partition in Kind amongst the parties thereto entitled and that the 
interests of all will be best subserved by a sale of said real estate and a division 
of the proceeds. In tender consideration whereof your orator prays that the said 
Danl. S. Wright, Robt. D. Wright, Mary Ann Casey &_—s Casey her husband 
who is a foreign defendant, and Cynthia A. Linthicum and N. Linthicum her 
husband may be made parties defendant to this bill and required upon their 
oaths to answer the same, that a notice of publication be issued against said 
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foreign defendant and that all proper process issue; and that the sum of $30 be 
decreed to his counsel, as a fee for his services in this case, out of the general 
funds that the said real estate be sold and the proceeds divided between the 
several parties thereto entitled and that all such other, farther and general relief 
may be afforded your orator as the nature of his case may require or to equity 
shall seem much, And your orator will ever pray etc.

On January 7, 1889, at Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court File 71, a 
summons was issued against the heirs of Robert D. Wright to answer the complaint of 
Fielding H. Wright:

her lifetime and they had improved the land and claimed no interest in the remainder:

It is true that this female respondent is the daughter of Ro. D. Wright and that he 
died intestate, that they do not know whether or not the deed mentioned in the 
complainants bill should or should not have been made to Ro D Wright instead 
of being made as it appears to have been made and upon all of these questions 
they call for proof 


As to the interests of these defendants in the land in question these respondents 
say that some years ago the grantee in the deed exhibited with complainants bill 
assuming to be owoner of the lands involved in this suit and claiming the right to 
dispose of the same and these respondents believing that she had such right & 
power never having seen a deed to said property and no such deed having been 
recorded at that time, did give a small lot of said land to these respondents near 
what is known as Wrights Shop supposed to contain about two acres of ground 
upon which, by their joint labor and enterprise they have put valuable 
improvements to the amount of at least five hundred dollars in good faith, they 
believing the same to belong to them. These respondents claim this lot as theirs 
and claim no interest in the lands in question.

L. Lee who is hereby appointed a Comm. for the purpose do after due 
advertising by hand bills for four weeks, proceed to sell the land in the bill 
mentioned, except the house & 2 acres above mentioned, at public auction, at 
Amherst Court house on County Court day or in the premises, as he may deem 
best, to the highest bidder for Cash to pay costs of such & sale including a fee of 
$30.00 to Jno. L. Lee for his services as counsel in this case & as to the residue 
on a credit of one two and three years, taking from the purchaser bonds, with 
good personal security, bearing interest from day of sale and containing waiver 
of homestead exemptions & title retained till the whole purchase money shall 
have been paid. But said Commr. shall not act under this decree till he shall 
have entered into a bond before the Clerk of this Court with personal security to 
be approved by said Clerk in the penalty of $600.00 conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duty as said Commr.

On September 22, 1890, Fielding H. Wright and his wife Sarah D. Wright sold 
the same land to E. L. Dameron after having purchased it from the commissioner:

E. L. Dameron, the Court doth adjudge order and decree that Jno. L. Lee, who is 
hereby appointed a commissioner for the purpose, upon the payment of the 
balance of the purchase money to him as receiver, do execute to said E. L. 
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Dameron, at the expense of the fund in this cause, a special warranty deed to 
said land." 


In April 1891 at Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court File 71, the 
commissioner reported that Mary Ann Casey refused to yield possession of the land to 
E.L. Dameron:

Your Comnr. asks that the said E. L. Dameron be placed in possession of the 
said land at once." 


In April 1891 in Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court File 71, the Court 
ordered that the sheriff eject Mary Ann Casey from the premises:

And it appearing to the Court from the said report that one Mary Ann Casey, a 
party to this suit, is unlawfully withholding from E. L. Dameron the purchaser of 
the land heretofore sold in this cause, a portion of the said land, the Court doth 
adjudge, order and decree that the said Mary Ann Casey do at once render unto 
the said Dameron the posession of the said land, and should she fail so to do 
within thirty days from the rising of this court, it is ordered by the court that the 
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Sheriff do eject her from the premises and place the said Dameron in possession 
of the same." 


On October 14, 1891, in Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court File 71, Mary 
Ann Casey filed her answer in the suit alleging there was no error in the original deed to 
her mother and that she was given two acres as part of that transaction:

The separate answer of Mary Ann Casey to a bill in chancery exhibited against 
her and others in the said Court by her brother one F. H. Wright 


This respondent for answer to the said bill says:

It is true that her father died intestate. 


It is also true that prior to the death of her father, he purchased and paid for a 
certain tract of land containing some sixty nine acres from one Robt. Isbell near 
what is known as Wright's shop in the said County of Amherst. 


It is also true that the said father of this respondent died before a deed of 
conveyance was made to him of said property But this respondent denies that 
any deed made by the said Isbell and wife to this respondents mother who was 
also mother of the complainant was made by any mistake but on the contrary 
thereof complainant procured the said deed to be made as it was made to the 
said mother wihout a word of consultation with this respondent, and so far as she 
is advised, without consulting any other member of the family by the which deed 
only about 27.- acres of land was conveyed to respondent's mother instead of 69 
acres which had been purchased by her father. 


This respondent denies that the land conveyed should be sold for division and 
She shows that after the complainant procured the said deed to be made as it 
was made His Mother with his approval without deed but by metes and bounds 
gave this respondent a lot of said land containg about two acres of land which 
respondent agreed to take in satisfaction of her interest in the said tract of land 
and thereupon went about to improve the same by erecting building and in other 
ways supposing that she would never be disturbed. This Respondent says that 
when this suit was brought she was assured by the plaintiff that if she would not 
appear to or resist his suit he would see to it that her lot and the improvements 
thereon would be set off and allowed to her and confiding in her brother that he 
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only wanted to sell so much of the said land as was outside of her lot for division 
did not appear to, or defend said suit. But the said complainant having decieved 
her and defrauded her she prays that she may now be permitted to file her 
answer to this bill and to defend the same 


And having fully answered she prays to be hence dismissed with her costs 
Sworn to in Open Court by Mary Ann Casey this the 14th day of Oct 1891 
W. Sandwich D.C." 


In October 1893 in Amherst County, Virginia, Chancery Court File 71, the court 
ordered that the two acres claimed by Cynthia A. Linthicum be allotted to her:

This cause came on this day to be again heard on the papers formerly read and 
was argued by counsel: on consideration whereof and by consent of parties the 
Court doth adjudge order and decree that Cynthia A. Linthicum the wife of NA

thereon on which the said Linthicum at present resides the same being set out in 
the answer filed in this cause: and the Court doth appoint A. H. Burroughs, 
special Comr and as such direct him to convey to the said Cynthia A. Linthicum 
by proper deed said two acres of land together with all improvements thereon. 
The same to be in full of her distributive share: The cost of executing the said 
deed being at the cost of the said Cynthia A Linthicum.

The court records do not indicate any resolution of the claim to two acres of land 
by mary Ann Casey. 

From the evidence set forth above and additional evidence set forth below, the 
children of 1873 Robert D. Wright of Amherst County and Eleanor or Ellen T. (Hood) 
Wright were the following: 

1) Eliza Jane Wright, born on September 23, 1821, at Virginia, 

2) Fielding Hobson Wright, born on July 20, 1823, at Appomattox County, 
Virginia, 

3) Sterling Charles Wright, born on September 10, 1825, at Virginia, 
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4) David Staples "Toby" Wright, born on July 19, 1828, at Campbell County, 
Virginia, 

5) Thomas Wright, born on January 7, 18371, 

6) Mary Ann (Wright) Casey or Kersey or Cary, born on October 19, 1833, at 
Amherst County, Virginia, 

7) Robert Doss Wright, born on June 2, 1836, at Amherst County, Virginia, 

8) William Poncel Wright, born on May 9, 1840, at Virginia, and 

9) Cynthia Ann (Wright) Linthicum, born on October 22, 1844, at Amherst 
County, Virginia. 

a. Eliza Jane Wright 
Eliza Jane Wright was a daughter of 1873 Robert D. Wright 

of Amherst County and Eleanor or Ellen T. (Hood) Wright. (Robert', Charles*, 1873 
Robert D.°) 

The Family Bible of Robert D. Wright included in Pension File WC 11583 listed 
the birth of Eliza Jane Wright on September 3, 1821: 


".... Robt D Wright was Bourn march 16th 1795 

Eleanor T. hood his wife was Bourn June 11th 1800 and was maried november 
the 9 1820 

Eliza Jane Wright was Born Septr 3 1821... ." 


The 1860 Census for Amherst County, Virginia, listed Eliza Wright in the 
Robert D. Wright household on October 17, 1860, and her age as 36 and born in 
Virginia, indicating a date of birth in about 1824. 

On October 28, 1878, Eliza Jane Wright filed a declaration in support of the 
claim for pension of her mother: 


"|, S Patterson Clerk of united states court for western district of virginia do certify 
that Eliza Jane Wright F. H. Wright. S. C. Wright who reside in the vicinity of 
Lynchburg va and whom | certify to be respectable and entitled to credit 
personally appeared before me this 29th day of October 1878 and made oath to 
following to wit: That they are 57, 55 & 53 years of age respectively, that they are 
children of Robert Wright and Ellen Wright the latter of whom the said Ellen 
Wright is applying for pension under act of March 9th 1878. That they were born 
during the lawful wedlock of said Robert and Ellen Wright. That from their 
earliest recollections their said father and mother lived together as husband and 
wife to the day of said father’s death which occurred Feby 4th 1872 that they 
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were present at the burial of the said Robert Wright and saw him after his death 
previous to his burial. That the family bible previously sent to the Comr. of 
Pensions containing record of the date of the marriage of Robert Wright and 
Ellen Hood was genuine record made by said Robert Wright. That they have 
been unable to get certified copy of any county or church record of said marriage 
the court house of Buckingham County va. where marriage license was issued 
having been destroyed by fire with its records. That they have been unable to 
get affidavit of the clergyman officiating or the testimony of eye witnesses as 
owing to great length of time which has elapsed they can find no living witnesses 
of the marriage and the clergyman having died who performed the ceremony as 
they have ascertained That they in presenting this family record in the bible and 
this testimony as living proof of said marriage have furnished the best testimony 
that can be produced. That the said Ellen Wright has not remarried since the 
death of her said husband but remains his widow. That they never heard any 
question of the marriage of their said father and mother that they were 
universally recognized as husband and wife from their earliest recollection which 
extends back at least forty years. That they have no interest in the prosecution 
of this claim. That the place of residence of Elvya Jane Wright and F. H. Wright 
is in Amherst county va about four miles from Lynchburg va. and of S. C. Wright 
in Campbell county. va. about 3-1/2 miles from Lynchburg. that their post office 
is Lynchburg. va. That their father the said Robert Wright was in receipt of a 
pension under act of Feby 14th 1871 up to time of his death.

Fielding Hobson Wright was a son of 1873 Robert D. Wright 


of Amherst County and Eleanor or Ellen T. (Hood) Wright. (Robert', Charles*, 1873 
Robert D.°) 

The Family Bible of 1873 Robert D. Wright included in Pension File WC 11583 
listed Faalding Hobson Wright and his date of birth on July 20, 1823: 


"_... Robt D Wright was Bourn march 16th 1795 

Eleanor T. hood his wife was Bourn June 11th 1800 and was maried november 
the 9 1820 

Eliza Jane Wright was Born Septr 3 1821 

Faalding Hobson Wright was Born July 20 1823... ." 
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The complaint in the case of Fielding H. Wright vs. Wright et al in Amherst 
County, Virginia, Chancery Court also listed Fielding H. Wright as a son of Robert D. 
Wright: 


",... Your orator F. H. Wright, humbly complaining, showeth unto the Court, that 
your orator's father, Robert D. Wright, ... ." 


The 1850 Census for Amherst County, Virginia, listed Fielding Wright in the 
Jesse Richeson household on December 5, 1850, and his age as 27, a blacksmith, and 
born in Virginia, indicating a date of birth in about 1823. 

On or about June 20, 1851, Fielding H. Wright filed suit against Edward |. Davis 
for an accounting of the profits of a blacksmith partnership they had entered into: 


"To The Hon Lucas P. Thompson Judge of the Circuit Court of the County of 
Amherst 


The Bill of complaint of Fielding H. Wright respectfully represents that on the __ 
day of 18__ This complainant and a certain Edward |. Davis, both 
residents of the county of Amherst entered into and formed a copartnership in 
the Blacksmithing business to be carried on near the tavern House of the said 
Davis near the Buffalo Springs in the county of Amherst by the terms of 
said partnership your orator who is himself a Blacksmith was to furnish and bring 
into the concern his own skill and labor. The said Davis was to furnish and 
provide a striker shop and board for your orator and the other expences of the 
co-partnership were to be equally divided between the parties said agreement 
was verbal and never reduced to writing, but witnesses were present when it was 
made your orator and the said Davis accordingly commenced and for a 
considerable time continued the said business on the terms and conditions 
aforesaid and eventually dissolved having as your orator alleges and charges 
made considerable profit from their business 


Your orator expressly avers and alleges that he has never received any thing 
from said concern, that the books, papers and accounts all passed into and are 
now in the possession of said Davis who has collected or otherwise adjusted or 
lost by his negligence all the debts due to said concern and although your orator 
has made frequent application to him for a settlement of their partnership

The second child would be 


named after the wife's father and the third child would be named after the husband's 


father. As will be set forth below, the death records from the Duiguid Funeral Home 


state that the parents of Edward Jackson Wright were David Tobe Wright and Susan 


Layne. The uncertainty is caused by the wife's name as Catherine rather than Susan, 


but her name was probably Susan Catherine (Layne) Wright and, as will be set forth 


below, she apparently went by both names.

The nickname Tobe is consistent with the nickname Toby from the 1872 birth record for 
Robert Wright and the Duiguid Funeral Home record set forth below and indicates that 
this record is for David Staples Wright. 

In her email dated October 8, 2001, Dale Holdren stated that the Duiguid Funeral 
Home Records for Edward Jackson Wright in 1930 listed his parents as David Tobe 
Wright and and Susan Lane, with the informant as Edward Jackson Wright's son C. F. 
Wright. The Tobe would be consistent with the nickname Toby from the 1872 birth 
record for Robert Wright and the listing of Susan Lane as the mother is consistent with 
the 1870 and 1880 Census records if Susan (Lane) Wright was also known as 
Catherine Wright, or more fully Susan Catherine (Lane) Wright. This funeral home 
record appears to confirm the identity of Catherine Wright as the same person as 
Susan (Layne or Lane) Wright. 

In her email dated October 19, 2001, Dale Holdren stated that the marriage 
record of Edward J. Wright and Annie Akers dated November 24, 1890, at Pulaski 
County, Virginia, listed his father as D. S. Wright, which is further confirmation of the 
identification of David Staples Wright as Tobe or Tobey Wright.

The presence of his sister Violet V. Wright in the household confirms the identity of this 
Edward J. Wright as the Edward J. Wright from the David and Catherine households in 
the 1870 and 1880 Nelson County Censuses.

This was probably the birth record for Robert D. Wright listed in the 1870 Census in the 
David Wright household. The date of the birth record was probably misrecorded as 
1872, rather than 1870. As will be set forth below, the Duiguid Funeral Home Records 
listed the father of Edward Jackson Wright as David Tobe Wright and the mother as 
Susan Layne. Toby was apparently a nickname for David Staples Wright.

“The funeral services of the late Mr. Wood M. Stephens took place at eleven 

o clock this morning at the home in Madison, and were conducted by Rev. C. H. 
Galloway, pastor of the Methodist Church there. The interment was at Mead 
[sic] Chapel, about two miles from Madison. Among those who attended the 
funeral were a number of the fellow workmen of the deceased at the Glamorgan 
Works. 


He was a valued employee of the Glamorgan Pipe and Foundry Company, and 
while engaged in his duties there was caught in the shafting of the machinery 
and so badly crushed that he died a short while afterwards. No one seemed to 
know exactly how the accident was caused. Mr. Stephens was occupied with his 
usual labor, and was devoting energy and attention to what he was doing. In 
some way his clothing caught on a screw attached to the machinery, and ina 
moment he was dragged into the whirl of the crushing iron and steel. In less 
time that it takes to tell of it, the machinery had been stopped and Mr. Stephens 
released from his perilous position, but it was too late to save him from fearful 
injury. One of his arms from elbow to hand was terribly bruised, but the principal 
injury which he sustained was internal. When his companions reached his side 
he was conscious and able to speak. 


Dr. E. A. Waugh was quickly summoned, and on arriving at the works rendered 
every possible attention to the injured man. Shortly thereafter Mr. Stephens was 
removed to his home in Madison where he died forty minutes past five o’clock, 
and the news of his death was everywhere received with deepest regret and 
sorrow. Those who had known him paused in the rush of life to pay a tribute to 
his memory; for they knew that he had been a kind and loving husband and 
father, a true and faithful friend, and an honest and upright man. In the 
Glamorgan Works he was held in the highest esteem by both his employers and 
fellow workmen, and there was not one of them who did not feel that his death 
was a great personal loss. The president of Glamorgan declared that he was 
one of his best men and that to fill his place would be a difficult matter. 


The oldest of Mr. Stephen’s children is only fifteen years of age while the 
youngest is only seventeen months. His wife was Miss Mary E. Wright, of 
Amherst. Mr. Stephens was born in Pennsylvania, but was reared in Amherst 
county.

The 1880 Census for Buckingham County, Virginia, listed Orlando A. Wright in 
the Leonard H. Wright household on June 11, 1880, and his relationship as son, his 
age as 2, indicating a date of birth in about 1878, and born in Virginia. 

The 1900 Census for Buckingham County, Virginia, listed Leonard Wright in the 
Bettie L. Wright household on June 27, 1900, and his relationship as son and his birth 
in June 1877 at Virginia. 

This census record indicates that Alex A. Wright, Orlando A. Wright, and 
Leonard Wright were all variations on the name of Bettie L. Wright’s second child. The 
birth record and the ages listed in the 1880 and 1900 Censuses for Buckingham County 
also indicate a similar birth date, which is further evidence that there was only one son 
of Leonard H. Wright and Bettie Lee (Patterson) Wright, although his name was listed 


differently in the three records.
